Procedure Is Outlined 

Procedure Is to.- be followed is 
this: / 

1. Conventions of delegates from 
five groups of related activities will 
meet and elect, one delegate from 
each group to the Studerft Council. 

2. Every organization on campus 
is entitled to send three delegates 
to the convention representing its 
particular classification.^ (Complete 
classifications will be found at the 
end of this story.) 

3. The groups, and their conven- 
tion dat£s, are as follows: 

Forensics, .Thursday, May 12. 8:15 
p.m. ' 

Music, Friday, May 13, 8:15 p.m. 

Publications, Saturday. 1 May 14. 2 
p.m. 

A Departmental clubs, Monday, May 
16. 8:15 p.m. 

Miscellaneous organization, Tues- 
day, May 17, 8:15 p.m. 

4. The Freshman Director, who 
Is classed as a “functional'' officer, 
will be chosen bv a convention com- 
posed of three delegates each froi rfi 
the Freshman and Sophomore 
Clubs. Conventlqn date is tomor- 
row at 3 p.m. 

5. The rules provide that no in- 
structions to Relegates by their or- 
ganizations will he enforced by the 
Elections Committee, nor will such 
instructions be recognized. 

6. Meeting places for all conven- 
tions will he posted tomorrow on 
the door of the Student Council 
office, 
p.m. 

Election of these six delegates 
will bring the roster of the new 
Student Council up to its total of 
14 members, as provided in the new 
Articles of Student Government. 

The five activity delegates will 
serve until February. 1939. and the 
Freshman Director ,untll June. 19.i£.

This is not a plan of group hos- 
piiulizntion. The student will be 
provided with surgical care by any 
doctor ^of his choice and h'U fee 
will he puid out of the communal 
fund. v 

The second fund will provide 20- 
year paid-up endowment of approx- 
imately $320,000, which will be , 
used for the construction of the 
Commons building.

A firm of radio engineers which 
I/ohnes represents has obtained 
permission to construct a 1,000- 
watt transmitter of this new type 
"frequency modulation" — In Wash- 
ington. 

This firm, Jausky and Bailey. Is 
working In conjunction with Maj. 
Howard S. Armstrong, a radio en- 
gineer gt Qolumbla University. 

Prominent Inventor. 

Armstrong .who was In charge ol 
all A.E.F. signal corps work during 
the World War developed the pres- 
ent-day superheterodyne receivers 
and *old his patent right* for a 
million and a quarter dollars. 

He has Invented this new type ol 
broadcasting which Is closely 
aligned with facsimile reproduction 
and television. 

Receivers for "picking up" trans 
missions In this field are available 
but require further perfection. \ 
Jausky and Bailey are willing to 
build the transmitter at George 
Washington and let student engin- 
eers operate It under supervision of 
tjie firm. 

No Restriction*, 

There would he no restrictions 
whatsoever and no end of oppor-

Activity Elections 
Already "Fixed"

• The great need of Independ- 
ents as an organized group is a 
house, and I recommend to them 
the cooperative house idea. 

To some this might look like 
another step in creating an In- 
dependent “fraternity" without' a 
Greek name, but . the resemblance 
is only on the surface. . x 
That anybody will oppose social 
organizations as such is highly 
doubtful— particularly Independents 
who have claimed as one of their 
jJiief purposes the development of 
a social program for the unafflliateri 
student. 

Independents are in fact— despjte 
their recent assault on the ballot 
boxes' a social group j\ist ns much 
as' the fraternities,- and if they can 
learn apy lessons from the Greeks, 
they ougfyt to do It. 

Of all things which develop a 
spirit of comradeship, of apprecia- 
tion of one's fellows, of common 
endeavor which creates the tradi- 
tion of "college life" in a college 
having no campus, nothing is so Im- 
portant or successful as a house. 

A house would mean not only a 
dozeh fellows or so living in one 
place; a house would serve as a 
gathering place, a focal point of Ln- 
(Jependeq^ activity. 

Recrea#ionaJ facilities such - as 
ping-pong tables could be set up. 
Parties, card ganjes, small dances 
could be given. _ 

If a -dozen Independents would 
get together, they could rent a 
house near the campus and operate 
it on the co-op plan. 

„..Don Cooper add some other stu- 
dents have already demonstrated 
that it can, be done. 

Why hot this summer? 1 
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The Student Council probably will 
be disappointed if it subscribes ac- 
tually and not merely officially to 
the provisions in the election rulea 
declaring against “rotation" of the 
activity jobs and the "Instruction” 
of delegates on the ground that 
such practices are "not in the best 
interests of student government." 

As' far as rotation Is concerned, 
only one group has ever had any 
such system— Publications. That the 
gentlemen’s agreement will he 
maintained is a foregone conclusion. 

And I will venture that there 
will not be a single delegate to the 
convent ions of Publications, Music, 
Forensics, and Freshman Director 
who. lacking any actual formal In- 
struction. does not kno\y In advance 
for whom he is to vote. 

Nine delegates Will make up the 
conventions of each of these groups 
except Freshman Director, where 
six will make the choice. The 
small numbers m^ke it Absolutely 
certain that the -selection of every 
delegation will be controlled by po / 
lit leal considerations. These elec- 
tions will be mere formalities. 


• Your* truly is a 
known by the school and the 
fraternity as a “good prospect” 
for I am a ten-year student. So 
far I have been here a little 
short of four years, but I can

I was going to college? In all my 
four years this problem "has' never 
come up “to kick me In Jt he teeth. 

Why am I going to collegp? Well, 
you have sure got me -why am I 
going to college? I admit that ai- 
rin' four years; I should know why 
I have been doing something for 
four years but up to now. an«fceven 
now, I do- not consider the matter 
too important. 

He, himself, said, that all his de- 
grees had rtever done him much 
gopd, and that what I ought to do 
was to go after one- degree arfd get 
out aiitl stop all my foolishness 
aboyit- getting an AB and then a 
law degree. 

Truly. I am stumped, the problem 
presented is so large that I think 
i hat It will take me at least three 
more years to .find out why I went 
the first four, and by that time I 
shall be so near graduating that I 
will probably figure a year or two 
longer wiU not be too bad. 

Perhaps the reason I am going is 
that I enjoy myself so much at 
night school.

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• TO REPEAT a statement made 
•in this department last week; 

“Tha affective, inspiring, and 
honest functioning of tha faculty 
is basic; without Such a faculty 
there is no university." 

Nothing startling there; If any- 
thing, such a comment is the mere 
statement of the obvious qualities 
absolutely essential to the person 
who takes upon himself the Ih- 
estimately important task of shap- 
ing the minds of young persons. 

Yet, as I suggested last week, 
there are not many "effective” pro- 
fessors; fewer “Inspiring" teachers, 
and, fortunately, a very few “dis- 
honest" persons. 

These are broad terms, yet terms 
upon which most of us can probably 
agree as tQ their implications. \ j 

• “Effectiveness,” for instance, 
Without much dissent, I believe we 
can agre£ that it is necessary that 
the professor develop and utilize 
a technique of teaching that brlrtgs 
to the student; In clear and succinct 
terms the facts of his subject. With 
a few qualifications as to fairness 
and honesty in picking the y facts, 
this would seem to define an effec-v 
live teacher 1 . 

There, is an addltlonaV aspect of 
this “effectiveness," however, that 
I would like to suggest hen*. 

AS background, let us recall the 
location of the University tn the 
Nation’s Capital, and the general- 
relation or a university to its im- 
mediate community and the nation. 
"Effectiveness", from this upproach, 
would Indicate a participation and' 
contribution to the -solution of na- 
tional and local problems. Faculty 
in the social' sciences. It seems to 
me, have a very definite obligation 
to nlake their services and ideas 
available in these connections. Yet. 
in the past, little *has been done. 
Kffectlvtinesft In the Community 
The Ideal tax situation self-gov- 
ernment for the District of Colum- 
bia, or a multitude of other local 
problems, for Instance, could have 
been made the subject of practical 
investigations by professors or 
groups of professors of the Uni- 
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The two larger groups — Depart- 
mental and Miscellaneous— have a 
maximum convention membership 
of about 45 each, which will be 
much harder io control or "fix." 

These 'Organizations should re- 
member that She activity delegatee 
will be the only representation they 
will have In student government. -It 
is to their best interests to prh'ceed 
immediately to elect their three 
convention .delegates — each calling 
Special meetings If necessary.

^JERT AIN FACTS have come to light regarding the activity con- 
ventions for election of Student Council delegates this week 
and next which confirm our impression that Elections Chairman 
Gausmann’s Interest in elections is not so wholeheartedly Impartial 
aa he Would like to have students believe. 

Mr. Gausmann has apparently approved his own selection as 
a delegate to the forensics convention from the Union, which again 
places the Elections Chairman in the position of running an elec- 
tion as chairman and participating as an active partisan. 

For the second time within a month, we are forced to demand 
that Mr. Gausmann resign either his chairmanship or his par- 
tlsanship. ^ •: , * ' 

During the last election, Mr. Gausmann tried to rtin lor office 
on a partisan ticket while serving as elections chairman. This 
anomalous situation prevailed until, under pressure, Mr. Gausmann 
resigned his candidacy. . 

We call on Mr. Gaqsmann to resign. If he has not resigned by 
Thursday, the Union should remove him as delegate, or the foren- 
sics convention should take the matter into its own hands. 

Mr. Gausmann no doubt will protest that he Is entirely impar- 
tial, and we are willing to admit that he as chairman probably 
would be entirely impartial to himself as delegate. A Pooh-Bah 
holding six offices could do no less, as Gilbert and Sullivan would 
•By- 

Mr. Gausmann, however, has gone even further In his attempt 
to govern what should be open conventions, expressing the will of 
the activity groups. He has announced that all balloting in con- 
ventions will be secret. ' 

The wisdom of secret ballots may be debated— and such ballots 
are highly questionable ln open, democratic conventions — but that 
Mr. Gausmann has exceeded his authority is unquestionable. 

There is nothing in the election rules which gives the chairman 
any right to prescribe any convention procedure except the gen- 
eral one that Robert's Rules shall be followed. 

It Is to be hoped that all conventions will make up their own 
minds as to how they will vote. 

It Is the will of the conventions which Is Important, not Mr. 
Gausmann's edicts.

(Continued from P*y I) ' 
reached Thursday by members of 
the Executive Council./ / 
Dissatisfaction, arising before the 
elections last September, Its vocal 
intensity increasing at the 'end of 
nearly every session, has become 
"unyielding discontent,", according 
to some of the members. 

President James Speer, who is 
openly in favor of the proposed re- 
construct idn, criticized the present 
structure of the Union yesterday. 

"The present three-party system 
with their purely idealoglcal deline- 
ations has been in effect since the 
Union’s founding three years ago." 
Speer said. "Ffom the first there 
was a suspic ion that ^all was not 
well with the system and at the 
end of the* second year there was 
some agitation for a two-party sys- 
tem or a change in the names of 
.parties." 

^ "Speer was apparently referring 
. to a "bolt" of the Union which 
was threatened by a few members 
of the Right party last year. A 
plan was submitted to the Execu- 
V tive Council to form a Union com- 
posed of a liberal and conservative 
party. 

"The Right party,” backers of the 
plan claimed, "would .secede from 
lhe Union if jit wasn't adopted.” 
The proposal was quickly scut-, 
tied, however, when it was found 
that a majority of the Right, party 
members were not willing tq pay 
the price of secession ta effect a . 

■ two-party System. They wanted 
the change, it was brought out. 
hut did not want , to gain it >by 
"threats." _ \ 

Thfee proposals were made by 
Bill Gausmann (C) at the Execu- 
tive Council's session last week. 
They were: 1— Abolition of restric- 
tions in the Urtion Constitution as 
\to the number of parties and what 
the party names shall be; 2 -En- 
couragement of Hie Union to form - 
parties akin to national parties Arid 
. blocs; 3~ Provision for the election 
of the president of the Union by 
the whole Union rather than by 
. the parlies. •* ' 

All of the mhfribers of the Coun- 
cil were said to be in accord with 
Gausmann's program. 

At the final meeting of the Un- 
ion three weeks ago Howard Ennes, 
prominent in the I^ft party, asked 
unanimous consent of the delega- 
tion to discuss the present. position 
of the body.. He, along with Gaus- 
mann and others, brought out the 
Union had not been working “prop- 
erly" and asked that changes be 
considered. 

Recalling that It was decided to 
give the three-party system an- 
other try last September, Speer 
maintained that while the Union 
worked fairly well, the party sys- 
tem wa* largely responsible for the 
inability to interest the *tudent 
body at large. 

It was felt by some that the five 
meetings held thi* year were too 
few to sustain interest. These so- 
called obstacles, the party system 
and the "number of meetings, were 
promised a thorough hearing by 
members of the Council.
